by a perfectly impartial tribunal. 
One reason was, there was a mass 
of very confidential information 
which was relevant, which any 
committee would have the right to 
call for, and we were anxious to 
place all documents at the disposal 
of an impartial committee because 
we knew perfectly well that once 
these documents were placed at 
their disposal there could be ab- 
solutely no doubt in the mind of 
any tribunal as to the veracity of 
statements which had been made. 


The second reason was that the 
most important statements of all, 
with regard to the extension of the 
front, involved our allies, and it 
would be very difficult to decide it 
without making some statement 
which might offend their suscep- 
tibility. 

That was one reason why we 
were exceedingly sorry that the 
controversy should ever have been 
raised. When we came to the ques- 
tion of the appointment of select 
committee or a judicial tribunal we 
felt that a committee of the House 
of Commons, adapted undoubtedly 
for certain investigations, was not 


the best tribunal for investigating 


facts when passions were roused. 
It is no use saying it is bringing 
a.charge against the House of 
Commons. 


The House of Commons, as a 
matter of fact, came to the con- 
clusion.long ago that on questions 
like election petitions, when party 
passions or when any passions were 
aroused, the House of Commons 
was not very well adapted to ex- 
amination of facts. My right hon- 
orabie friend came to that conclu- 
sion himself in regard to Mesopo- 
tamia. I think he was right. But 
whether the best tribunal was set 
up or not was another matter. 
This is no reflection upon the 
House of Commons. Judges are 
accustomed to examine facts and, 
after all, it is only a question of 
fact. 


Short and Sharp. 


Another point was that it was 
very important if there was te be 
an investigation it should be short 
and shanp and that you should get 

“a decision immediately. I felt no 
doubt at all if there were investi- 
gation by Judges what would be 
the result. 

But what has happened? Since 
From statements of the press 
which support my right honorable 
friend, he talks as if the presse 
were supporting the Government, 
but he has got a press, too. If he 
does not mind my saying so, he 
seems to think that all violence, a}! 
virulence, is with the press that 
does not agree with him. Why? I 
have been for the last two or three 
years, since I have thrown myself 
into the vigorous prosecution of 
the war, according to my view, 
drenched with cocoa press slops. 


. Pringle: Whose money you took. 

Lioyd George: It is perfectly 
clear from the action of the press 
which is egging my right honor- 
able friend and suggesting he 
ought to do this and the other to 
embarrass thé Government, no 
statement, no decision of any se- 
lect committee would ever be ac- 
cepted, but they, would go on ex- 
actly the same as before. We 
have decided, therefore, to give 
the facts in public and let the 
House judge. 


Two Challenges Made. 


I will, therefore, proceed at 
once to an examination of the 
statements made by Gen. Maurice 
with regard to my statement about 
figures. There have been two chat- 
lenges given to the Government 
and I am going to deal with both. 


~ One of them is in Gen. Maurice's 


letter and the other is rather im- 
plied in the ietter. ' 


The challenge has been given 
because, after all, this is only part 
of a sort of things that have been 
going on outside and, although I 
deprecate the method in which it 
is raised, I am glad of the oppor- 
tunity of clearing it out of the 
way. Two challenges have been 
made as to figures. One is in the 
comparison I made of the British 
forces in France on Jan. 1, 1918, 
and on the ist of January, 1917. 
The other is the comparison I 
drew between the enemy and the 
allied forces on the western front,

Gen. Maurice stated on April 9, 
the Prime Minister said: “What 
was the position at the beginning 
of the battlé? Notwithstanding the 
heavy casualties of 1917, the army 
in France was considerably strong- 
er on Jan. 1, 1918, than on Jan. 1, 
1917.” 

This is his comment: ‘That 
statement implies that Sir Douglas 
Haig’s fighting strength on the eve 
of the great battle which began 
March 21 had not been dimin- 
ished; that is not correct.” 

Issuc Very Clear One, 

Now the issue is a very clear 
one. I said that the fighting 
strength of the army had in- 
creased. Gen. Maurice said that it 
had diminished as compared with 
the previous year. , 

_ The figures I gave were taken 
from the official records of the 


War Office, which I sent for be-— 


fore I made the statement. If 
they were incorrect, Gen. Maurice 
was as responsible as anybody else. 
They were not inaccurate. I, have 
made inquiries since. I am not 
sure what he quite means. 
There is absolutely no doubt 
that there was a very considerable 
part of the man-power of the 
army at the beginning of 1918, as 
compared with the man-power at 
the beginning of 1917, in France. 
There was a great increase in the 
man-power of the British army 
throughout the world in 1918, as 
compared with 1917, and the in- 
crease of man-power in France in 
1918, as compared with 1917, was 
greater than the average through- 
out the whole area.. You must 
draw a distinction between what 
is known as combatants and non- 
combatants: I am going to take 
that as well later on, but before I 
do so, let me say at once, I do not 
accept that distinction when you 
talk about fighting strength. 
Who are combatants and who 
are noncombatants? Let me first 
of all deal with this question. 
Who are the combatants? Are 


“those men, who stopped the ad- 


vance of the German army to 
Amiens the other day, are they 
combatants? They are not if you 
begin to draw distinction between 
combatants and noncombatants. 

Those are Gen. Carey’s forces. 
They would not be treated as com- 
batants. Are the men who are un- 
der fire every day making and pre- 
paring roads, tramroads and rail- 
ways and who suffer severe cas- 
ualties, are thease combatants or 
noncombatants? In most lists that 
are printed they are noh-combat- 
ants. Does anyone mean te tell 
me that they are not part of the 
fighting strength of the army? 

Take the men who, when the 
British army retreated and had to 
abandon trenches which took 
months to prepare and who im- 
proved defenses and gunfire to re- 
Heve the infantry, are these men 
no part of the fighting strength of 
an army? If you have not got 
them you have to take infantry 
out and set them to that work. As 
a matter of fact, one of the things 
I came back from France with 
was a demand for more of them. 
And they are not a part of the 
fighting strength of the army! I 
decline absolutely to accept that 
definition. 

The technical distinction be- 
tween the combatant and nencom- 
batant question was put in the 
House of Commons by the honor- 
able gentleman member for Barn- 
ston, eight or nine days after I de- 
livered my speech of April 18. This 
question was put: “Sir Godfrey 
Baring desires to ask the Prime 
Minister whether when he stated 
that the British army in France 
was considerably stronger on the 

rst of January, 1918, than on the 
first of January, 1917, he was in- 
cluding labor battalions and the 
other noncombatant strength of 
the British army was greater or 
léss at the begininng of this vear 
than at the beginning ef last 
year?” 

* Sent Question te Maurice. 

My right honorable friend, 
whose duty it was to answer this 
question on behalf of the War Of- 
fice, sent that question to Gen. 
Maurice, with the answer. I am 
net going to read the answer 
which he gave because that is on 
the records of the House. 

I will give the note that came 
from Gen. Maurice's department. 
This is the actual decument: 

George Lambert: Is it signéd 
by him? 

Lioyd George: It is initialed by 
his deputy. I see that my right 
honorable friend, G. Lambert, is 
going to draw that distinction. 
That shows what sort of impar- 

tial judges the Commons affords.

Of 
course, I cannot give those to the 
House, but this note is a summary. ° 


/ France. 


will be seen that the combatant 
strength of the British army was 
greater on Jan.°*1, 1918, than on 
Jan, 1, 1917. 

This comes from Gen. Mau- 
rice’s department nine davs after 
I made that statement. I am not 
depending on the fact that all 
these men ruled out as noncom- 
batants are an essential part of the 
strength of the British army in 
I am not depending on 
that. As a matter of fact there 
was an increase as between Jan. Il, 
1918, and March, but it just hap- 
pened. I thought I would take the 
first month of the year. 

Question of Comparison. 

Now I come to the_ second 
statement which was made by 
Gen. Maurice. There is a very 
importart question of comparison 
of the allied and enemy fcrces, 
and it has a bearing upon the 
question later of the extensicn of 
the front. I have been charged 
there with misleading the public 
to believe that at the time when 
the attack took place by the en- 
emy on the allied position ,.on the 
western front we had a slight su- 
periority in infantry; 2 considera- 
ble superiority, I think, in caval- 
ry, and,a superiority in artillery, 
and I also said a superiority in the 
air. 

With the exception of the air— 
I did not get that from Gen. Mau- 
rice—the whole of the figures upon 
which I based that statement came 
from Gen. Maurice. I asked for 
it. I-do not suggest that he was 
the man who worked up these fig- 
ures, but he was responsible for 
documents given out by his own 
department. And may I just add, 
Gen. Maurice has made two state- 
ments himself on this subject since 
the battle began. They have been- 
published, I believe, in America. 
I did not depend upon the Amer- 
ican publication. I took the trou- 
ble to see whether Gen. Maurice 
had really said so, and I find he 


‘did. This is what he said on’ March 


23: 

“ "Phere is one cardinal fact to 
keep in mind (this he said himself 
and not through officials), and 
that is that the forces on the whole 
front are as nearly equal as they 
can be.’ 

On April 3 he made this state- 
ment. This, also, I believe; -ap- 
peared in the American press: 

“As regards our side of the pic- 
ture, I need only repeat what I 
have already said, that on the 
whole front the opposing forces 
at the beginning of the battle 
Were approximately equal, and, 
therefore, a readjustment of the 
balance of the battlefield is only a 
matter of time.” 


From Official Sources. 

If there was anything in these 
figures; I got them from official 
sources, for which Gen. Maurice 
himself is responsible, and I think 
he might have said that in his let- 
ter when he was impugning the 
honor of Ministers. 

Now I come to the statement 
with regard to figures. I said that 
in Mesopotamia there is only one 
white division, and in Egypt and 
Palestine there are only three 
white divisions. 

Well, now I will give here again 
the source of my information. The 
statement about one British divi- 
sion is in the official record. With 
regard to Egypt, that statement 
was made at a Cabinet meeting, 
which was examining the posi- 
tion by a member of the staff. 

It is the custom of the Secre- 
tary of the War Cabinet to send 
these statements to all those who 
are present for correction, and I 
want the House to bear in mind 
that Gen. Maurice is the official 
who was primarily responsible 
for the question of the number of 
divisions in the various theaters of 
war. 

This statement was sent to Gen. 
Maurice for correction, if there 
was any correction to make. He 
telephoned to the Secretary (this 
is the note) that he added no re- 
marks. 


Forces in Egypt. 


So this statemént about there 
bemg 7 British divisions in 
Egypt Ss made in the presence 
of Gen, Maurice, who made no cor- 
rection, and I have no correction 
either from him or anybody else 
on the subject. 


Now I come to the next point. : 


This is the statement made about 
the extension of the front. This 
is not the place to enter into a 
discussion as to all the facts, but 
Hansard’s. report of the incident. 
includes:

In the first place, I think any- 
one reading that would come to 
the conclusion that Gen. Maurice 
Was present at the meeting.

He was not in the council aia. 
ber when the question to. which he 
refers was discussed. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the extension of tha 
front of Geh. Gough’s army, to 
which allusion has been made, 
was never discussed/at that coun- 
ceil at all. There was:a demand 
for a further exténsion,.but that 
particular 
place before the council had ever 
met. 


Before the council had» met. it 


agreed between Field 
Haig and Gen, Petain, 
and the extension was an ac- 
complished fact. Field Marshal 
Haig reported to the council that 


had been

the extension had taken place.. 


There was not a single yard taken 
over as a result of the Versailles 
conference—not a single.yard of 
extension—and it was.Gen. Mau- 
rice who said he* was there, but 
was not, who implied that he was 
present when the decision had 
taken place. 

Who ventures to suggest that 
the extension of the front of Gen. 
Gough’s army was decided at Ver- 
sailles, when, as a matter of fact, 
it took place before the meeting 
had occurred? It is upon this cry 
that we are to be arraigned. 

Although Gen. Maurice did not 
say so, the real point, the one 
which is put by my right honor- 
able friend with characteristic 
bluntness and 
ness, is this: Is it the fact that 
when this portion of the line held 
by Gen. Gough's army was taken 
over the War Cabinet insisted 
upon its being taken over, and, 
therefore, the objections of Sir 
William Robertson and Sir 
Douglas Haig were thereby over- 
ruled? 

Will Clear It Up. 


That is the real point. There 
is not a word of truth in it. ‘I 
think it is time this matter should 
be cleared up, and, with the indul- 
gence of the House, I propose to 
do so. 

Of course, the Field Marshal 
was not anxious to extend his line. 
No one would be, having regard 
to the great accumulation of 
strength against him and the War 
Cabinet were just as reluctant. 

There was not a single meeting 
between the French Generals and 
ourselves when we did not state 
facts against the exfension, but 
the pressure from the French Gov- 


,ernment and French army was 


enormous, and what was done was 
not done in response to pressure 
from the War Cabinet. It was 
done in response to very great 
}ressure which Sir Douglas Hhig 
could not resist and which we 
could not resist. 


We are not suggesting that our 
Yrench allies are asking unfairly. 
That is certainly not my intention. 

There was a considerable fer- 
ment in France on the subject of 
the length of the line held by the 
French army as compared with 
our army. The French losses had 
been enormous. They had prac- 
tically borne the brunt of the 
fighting for three years. There 
was a larger proportion of their 
young manhood put into the line 
than in any belligerent country in 
the world. They held 336 miles. 
We held a front of 100 miles. That 
is not the whole statement, be- 
cause the Germans were much 
more densely massed in front of 
ourselves. 

Not only that, but the line we 
held was much more vulnerable. 
Practically, the defense of Paris 
was left to us, and the defense of 
some of the most important cen- 
ters, but there was the fact that 
you had this enormous front held 
by the French army, as compared 
with what looked like the compar- 
atively small front of ours. 

In addition to that, the French 
army at that time was holding, I 
think, a two-division front on our 
line in order to enable us to ac- 
cumulate the necessary reserves 
for the purposes of attack in Flan- 
ders. That was part of the line 
which, I believe, was held before 
by the British and French. 


French Need on Farms. 


The French were pressing in 
order to withdraw men from the 
army for purposes of agriculture. 


I ought to explain that their 
agricultural output had fallen 
enormously, owing to the fact, that 
they had withdrawn a very large 
proportion of their men from the 
cultivation of the fields, and they 
felt it essential that they should 
withdraw part of their army for 
the purpose of cultivating the soil 
and they were pressing us upon 
these topics. 

The chief of the imperial gen- 
eral staff, Sir William Robertson, 
and the Cabinet, felt that it was 
inevitable that during the winter 
months there should be some ex- 
tension, and we acknowledged that 
something had to be done to meet 
the French demands, and to that 
extent we accepted the principle 
that there must be some extension 
of the line. 


There was no doubt in the mind 
of anyone that we would have to 
that part of the 
from Gen. Antoine and how far 
beyond that and what further 
extension should bé made was 
matter which was in doubt. I give 
the principles which were laid 
down by Gen. Sir William Robert- 
son and accepted by the Cabinet. 

We accepted, in principle, that

These were perfectly sound 
principles, and.the Cabinet accept 
them without any demur. I say 
without hesitation that the Cabi- 
net never swerved one iota from 
the principle . laid down by Sir 
Wittiam Robertson. 

_At that’time the Field Marshal 


was under the impression that the. 


Cabinet had taken a decision with- 
The Chief-of the 
Imperial Staff upon that sent the 
following memorandum to. the War 
Cabinet. I will read it; but first, 
with reference to the Boulogne 
conference I may, perhaps, say 
that that was the first time we had 
a discussion with the French Min- 
isters. The subject of discussion 
was a rather important Foreign 
Office. 

It was not summoned in the least 
to discuss an extension of the 
lines. We never knew that was to 
be raised. Sir William Robertson 
and I represented the British Gov- 
ernment and M. Painleve, the 
Prime Minister, and‘Gen. Foch 
represented the French Govern- 
ment. 

Memorandum to Cabinet. 

When Sir William Robertson 
discovered that the Field Marshal 
was under the impression that we 
had come to a decision without 
his consent, he sent the War Cab- 
inet a memorandum, in which he 
says: 

“At the recent Boulogne con- 
ference the question of extending 
our front was raised by the French 
representatives. The reply given 
was that while in principle we 
were, of course, ready to do what- 
ever could be done, the matter was 
one which could not be discussed 
in the absence of Sir Douglas Haig, 
or during the continuance of the 
present operations and that due 
regard must also be had‘to the 
plan of operations for next year. 

“It was suggested that it would 
be best for the Field Marshal to 
come to an arrangement with Gen. 
Pershing, when this could be done. 
So far as I am aware, no formal 
discussion has taken place and the 
matter cannot be regarded as de- 
cided. Further, I feel sure that 
the War Cabinet would not think 
of deciding such a question with- 
out first obtaining Sir Douglas 
Haig’s views. I am replying to 
him in the sense.” 

That. I think was on the 19th of 
October. The War Cabinet fully 
approved of the communication. 
Sir Douglas Haig communicated 
and said that it threw a new light 
on the Boulogne position. I think 
that we have a right to complain 
of the way in which it has been 
rumored about that Sir Douglas 
Haig protested. 

The fact that Sir William Rob- 
ertson had explained and Sir 
Douglas Haig had stated that the 
explanation threw new light had 


e never been repeated. That is how

That the War Cabinet is of the 
opinion that in deciding to what 
extent the British troops can take 
over the line from the French re- 
gard must be had to the necessity 
of giving them a reasonable oppor- 
tunity for leave, rest and training 
during the winter months and to 
the plan of operations for the next 
year, and further, while the pres» 
ent offensive continued it will not 
be possible to commence taking 
over more line, 

‘Under these circumstances the 
War Cabinet fears that until the 
policy is settled it will be Prema- 
ture to decide finally whether the 
British front is to be extended by 
four divisions or cag greater or 
lesser extent.” 

That résolution was communi- 
cated to Sir Douglas Haig by Sir 
William Robertson, and Ave never 
departed from it. After that came 
the Cambrai incident and the Ital- 
ian disaster, which necessitated 
our sending troops to Italy. That

Plan for Reciprocal Aid. 


‘The military representatives at 


Versailles suggested a compromise, 


but coupled with it recommenda- 


tions as to steps which ought to be 
taken by the French army to as-_. 


sist the British if they were at- 


tacked and by the British to as-- 


sist the French if they were at- 
tacked, which was even a more 
important question than the exten- 
sion of the front. 


That recommendation came up - 


for discussion at-. the Versailles 
Council of Feb. 1. Before that 
meeting Sir Douglas Haig and Gen. 
Petain. met and entered into an 
agreement as to the extension of 
the front to Brissy, and Sir Doug- 
las Haig reported that to the Ver- 
sailles Council. When. the discus- 
sion took place there no further 
extension of the line was taken at 
all as a result of.the discussion. 

That is the whole story. I was 
to rnake it perfectly clear that in 
the action Sir Douglas Haig took 
for the extension of the line he 
had the full approval of the Brit- 
ish Cabinet, having regard to the 
pressure of the French Govern- 
ment and military authorities. Sir 
Douglas Haig had no option except 
to make the extension. He was in. 
our judgment, absolutely right in 
the course he took, Naturally, he 
would have preferred not to have 
done it, but the British Govern- 
ment fully approved of the action 
he took. 


I am sorry that this oppor- 
tunity has been given to read out 
the actual conclusions of the War 
Cabinet, in order to disperse once 
and for all the rumors which have 
been circulated by persons, for 
purposes of their own; by men, 
who for one reason or another, do 
not liké the present Chief of Staff 
or the present chief of the Brit- 
ish Ministry. — 


The real reason of the discussion 
ts the importance 6r unity of com- 
mand. It would never have aris- 
en if you had had that. Instead 
of -one army and one commander 
responsible for one part of the 
line and another army and anoth- 
er commander responsible for an- 
other part of.-the line, we have 
one united command responsible 
for the whole and every part. It 
was the only method of safety, 
and I am glad we have it at last. 

It was not so much a question 
of the length of the line held by 
one force or the length held by 
another. It was a question of re- 
serves massed behind. 


Before I sit down there are one 
or two general considerations I 
should ltke to say something about. 
The first is the effect that such 
action as that of Gen. Maurice 
must have uporm the discipline of 
the army. It was a flagrant 
breach of army discipline. 

Vote of Censure. 

My right honorable friend op- 
posite admitted it, and I wish he 
had deprecated it. I say most 
respectfully I think he ought’ to 
have done it. He has been re- 
sponsible for the conduct of the 
war for two years and if this mo- 
tion is carried he would again ba 
responsible for the conduct of the 
war. 


Make no mistake about it. This 
is a vote of censure upon the Gov- 
ernment. If this motion is car- 
ried we could not possibly continte 
operations and the right honorable 
gentleman, as the one responsible 
for the motion, would have to take 
the responsibility for the Govern- 
ment. It is essential, having re- 
gard to that position, that he should 
deprecate the action taken by Gen. 
Maurice. 

What does it mean? It is not 
meérely a flagrant breach of the 
King’s regulations, but he avows 
it. He says: “I know what I am 
doing.’"” He is a General in a high 
position. Suppose a regimental of- 
ficer or ordinary soldier did a thing 
like this. 

After all, they have got their 
own views about their superiors. 
Sometimes they are right and 
sometimes they are wrong, but 
they disagree as to the wisdom of 
certain actions. 

A soldier might even challenge 
the accuracy of statements made 
by his superiors. He might also 
write to the papers and say that 
“grave statements have been made 
by superiors and it is my duty, 
not as a soldier, but as a citizen, 
to say so. It is my duty, bécause 
Iam a Democrat and because my 
grandfather was a Democrat. It 
is my duty to forget the King’s 
regulations

“And this bitterness increases as 
the distance from the trenches in- 
creases. The 20,000,000 soldiers will 
have the destiny of this world in 
théir hands when they return. Eu- 
rope for the first time in 20 cen- 
turies has learned the meaning of 
“Give us this day our daily bread,” 
and unless the people there live to 
realize the significance of ‘Forgive 
us Our tresspasses as we forgive those 
who trespass against .us,’ this war 
will have been in vain.” 


Schuette said that since his re- 
turn to the United States five weeks 
ago he has seen more food wasted 
than he saw during the entire three 
years in Europe. “The impression 
one gets upon returning is that we 
over here do not realize what war 
means,” Schuette added. “One sees 
thousands of flags. There are no 
flags in Europe. Their fiags are 
burned into their hearts. 

“It is hard to realize that this is a 
100 per cent war. Why, in Europe 
they've taken Sunday off of the cal- 
endar.”’ 

Schuette emphasized the necessity 
of observing food rules, declaring 
that even if the war ended tomorrow 
this country would have to feed Eu- 
rope for two years. “And unless 
we save now there won't be enough 
to go around,” he gaid. “One of 
the most prominent French Gener- 
als said to an American General in 
France very recently: ‘It cost France 
just 1,000,000 lives to learn the first 
lessons of this war: Why.do your 
people’ insist on paying a similar 
price? Why don’t you let us give

If we had not turned 
such a ready ear to all those stories 
of starvation, privation and internal 
diasensions we would be much fur- 
ther along in our war preparations 
and there would be no airplane in- 
vestigations under way. Instead we 
said: ‘Oh, this isn't a hard war to 
fight. We'll let our police force han- 
‘} dle the matter.’ ) 

' “Germany found during the first 
.|aix months that food was vitally im-| 
_} portant in order to keep the people 
contented. Few diseases are as per- 
flous as discontent. In January, 
1915, shortly after I reached Berlin, 
the first imperial ukase was issued 
prohibiting -the use of .whipped 
cream throughout Germany. House- 

wives raised a loud cry, pointing out 
that such absurd rules were unneces- 
sary. It was apparent that if people 
complained about being deprived of 
whipped cream, they were certainly 

getting enough substantial foods to 

eat, but even then stories were print- 
ed: in the United States about Ger- 

many being starving. 

“Shortly afterward the bread con- 

sumption was limited, restaurants 

and hotels being prohibited from 

serving bread free, or placing it on 

the table. A charge of 1 cent a slice 

was made, and a month later the 

bread card system, now in vogue, 

was started. 

Extending the Card System. 

“Breads were standardized inf 
grades, and the prices fixed. The |: 
card system was extended to sale of 
eggs, milk, which was sold for chil- 
dren only; butter, coffee substi- 
tutes, soap; in fact, every staple com- 
modity. The card simply entitled 
you to buy,.and a dealer could not 
sell you anything unless you had 
your card. 

“Individuals were limited to two 
and a quarter ounces of butter a 
week and one and one-half pounds 
of sugar a month. The cards were 
tightened up from time to time, but 
always it was arranged to give ev- 
eryone enough calories to sustain the 
human body. Then they had what 
we called safety-valve cards, or gen- 
eral food cards, which were used 
when the regular food card commod- 
ities ran short. These cards had 
coupons and a certain number would 
be validated for the purchase of rice, 
beans or carrots, when the other 
cards could not be used. 

“If you were tin good physical con- 
dition you would live on the food, 
but the mortality among the aged, 
the sick and occasionally ‘the chil- 
dren, increased. But it was for psy- 
chological rather than physiological 
reasons that people existed, I think. 
Just as in the case of where a child 
is dying in a family, the members 
who are at the bedside must be re- 
minded about 10 p. m. that they 
have not. had dinner, so with the 
German people. They were in the 
midst of a terrible, absorbing war, 
and had to be reminded that they, 
were hungry.” .

The Federal Constitution provides 
that to fill a vacancy in the office of 
Senator the Governor shall call a 
special election. It is expected Gov.

There is no provision in 
the Missouri law for a primary to 
select candidates for Senator, but 
there is a Federal statute which di- 
rects that they be chosen in the same 
manner that candidates for executive

AN END. OF SNIPING. 

Lloyd George’s stirring appeal for‘an end of the 
sniping in the rear of the Government that is 
fighting the war applies as much to Americans as 
to the British. 

Urging that the Government had a difficult 
enough task to fight the war without wasting 
time and energy on useless controversies and an- 
swering partisan and prejudiced charges, the Pre- 
mier said: 

“I really beg for our common country—the fate 
of which is in the balance now and in the next 
few weeks—I beg and implore that there should 
be an end of this sniping.” 

This appeal followed a complete and convincing 
answer to all the charges brought by Gen. Mau- 
rice with regard to inaccurate statements con- 
cerning the British forces in France, Mesopota- 
mia and Egypt. He showed that the figures upon 
which these statements were made were supplied 
by the department of which Gen. Maurice is the 
head. He proved that the extension of the Brit- 
-ish line in France was made by Gen. Haig in 
co-operation with Gen. Petain and with the ap- 


| proval of the War Cabinet. 


He excoriated Gen. Maurice for waiting until he 
had been removed -from office to make these 
charges, when he had been daily in conference or 
communication with the Premier after the state- 
ments were made, without offering a hint that 
they were inaccurate. At any time he could have 
had a correction made, if there was inaccuracy in 
the published statements, but not a word was 
said until his letter appeared in the newspapers, 
after he was out of office. 

So complete was the Premier’s defense and so 
just was his condemnation of Gen. Maurice in the 
light of the facts, that the Government was vin- 
dicated by a vote of 293 to 106. 

“The main point is the wasteful and harmful 
nagging of Government chiefs with their hands 
full of war work by partisan, prejudiced and use- 
less charges and controversies. How much time 
of our own Secretaries of War and Navy, of heads 
of boards engaged in war work, is wasted in an- 
swering foolish charges and correcting false pub- 
lic impressions created by busybodies or 4is- 
gruntled officials or partisan critics! 

There is no question of sincere, constructive 
criticism or suggestions of efficiency changes. 
The question concerns nagging and bullyragging 
and scandalmongering by those who seek par- 
tisan or personal advantage or self-glorification or 
revenge.

It is the section hand, the crew of the gravel

But no esti- 
mates as to the total amount by which employes 
would benefit financially under the law were ac- 


cepted as reliable. It was put as high as $80,- 
000,000 or $100,000,000 a year in some claims. 
Union leaders declared that it could not foot up 
more than a few million dollars. 

But the increase which the Wage Commission 
finds to be necessary on the basis of 1915 com- 
pensation compared with present cost of living 
will reach,nearly $300,000,000 a year. 

If put in effect it will thus stand unique in 
the records of the labor movement. No such ag- 
gregate in additional rewards for toil has ever 
been won by a single class of workers through a 
single increase in history, either in this or any 
other country. 

The commission's report says that a popular im- 
pression holds railroads employes to be among 
the highest paid of skilled workers. This is not 
the impression of the observer of some familiar- 
ity with railroad conditions, who long ago reached 
the commission's own conclusion, that they are 
among the poorest paid.

In asking the people to return his party to 
power, President Wilson is simply submitting his 
conduct of the war to popular approval or dis- 
approval. He is asking that by this means the 
people give him a clearly expresséd mandate to 
carry out the policies which have already made 
him the central figure, the acknowledged leader, 
in the great world conflict. 

The chief thing the voters have to consider is 
whether these policies shall receive their indorse- 
ment; whether they can be better carried out by 9 
majority in Congress that is in complete political 
sympathy with the President or by a majority that 
is opposed to his political conceptions. 

One other thing they have to consider, and it 
is of scarcely less importance. And that is the 


effect a party overturn would have upon public |' 


sentiment abroad. It must be remembered that 
our party system is unique and is little understood 
elsewhere. In Europe a party reverse usually 
means the downfall of its leader and a repudia- 
tion of the policies for which he stands. In En- 
gland and France the passing of congressional 
control from the President’s party might very 
easily be interpreted as a sign of American luke- 
warmness toward the war, if not as a portent of 
a complete backdown. 

The burden of responsibility for selecting the 
men best able to carry out the President’ poli- 
cies and most certain to command public con- 
fidence rests upon the party which makes its en- 
tire appeal on this one big issue. If the Demo- 
crats seek re-election on the grounds that they 
are the machine preferred by the President for his 
purposes they will have to prove by the character 
and qualifications of their candidates that they 
can best give the service to be exacted of them. 

The voters can be relied upon to give all war 
measures their fullest support. But also they can 
be relied upon to give the personality of every 
candidate a most searching study.

MR. ANTWINE ON TONNAGE. 


va | HAVE been going through everything I could 
find in the postoffice on the subject of ton- 
nage,’’ Mr. Antwine said, ‘‘I feel this way 
abont the war: There is so much to know that one 
can’t hope to know more than one thing well. A 
United States Senator can blow off at random on 
almost anything pertaining to the war, whether he 
knows about it or not. The rest of us can’t do that, 
I understand it to be senatorial privilege, which is 
something nobody but a Senator has. I know I 
haven’t it.

Municipal Association Here 
Favors Holding of Annual 
Federation Championships. 


With the Municipal Association's 
tennis and golf tournament season 


now about to begin, Director of Mu- 
nicipal Athletics Rodowe Abeken is 
dubious as to the exact status of the 
United States championship events 
which for two years have formthed an 
important feature in national recrea- 
tion advancement. 

The St. Louis Municipal body, the 
Chicago Municipal Athletics organi- 
gation and 75 per cent of the other 
civic recreation leagues concerned 
are also in favor of holding the 
events, although some leaders are 
fearful that the quality of teams they 
might be able to enter would furnish 
only feeble competition. 

A mail vote of members of the Na- 
tional Recreation Federation, under 
whose auspices the championships of 
the past two seasons have been held, 
developed the fact that the only op- 
position is due to this fear of team 


weakness. 

Abeken stated yesterday the plans 
to promote both tennis and golf 
events would go forward until it was 
found that not enough cities could 
enter teams to make it a good race. 

Last year St. Louis teams won both 
the golf and tennis championships, 
the former being decided at Worces- 
ter, Mass., and the latter at Cincin- 
nati. 


New Rule Expected to Pass. 


At tha meeting of the Execttive 
Council of the Municipal League to 


be held next Tuesday a resolution 
drawn up by E. J. Snowden, president 
of the' Forest Park Golf Association, 
will be presented to the Council for 
consideration. 

This resolution is designed to de- 

termine the right of golf and tennis 
players of the Municipal Association 
to represent St. Louis in intercity 
events, when they are also members 
of other private clubs in the St. Louis 
district.

representation in the tournament or 
when it is unable te pay the expense 
of sending a team to compete. 

The Municipal Tennis League will 
be represented in the St. Louis Tennis 
Association by six districts this séa- 
son, Carondelet, Forest Park, Sherman 
Park, O’Fallon Park, Fair Grounds 
and St. Louis Park. Teams repre- 
senting these districts will play a 
series to decide what players shall 
constitute the Municipal Association 
team, to represent the M. A. A. in 
the interclub play. The first of the 
tournaments is scheduled to begin 
Saturday. 

The Park Association will, about 
June 1, inaugurate a new system of 
alloting courts to permit holders, In- 
stead of 45 minute periods of play, 
one hour will be allowed. It has also 
been decided that reservations will by 
made to players asking them, but 
good only for the day on which the 
requests are made.

The Cardinals, managed this sea- 
son by Jack Hendricks, show the 
biggest loss in percentage points 
over their standings of May 10, 1917, 
than any other club in the two ma- 
jor leagues. A year ago today the 
local National Leaguers were third, 
with an even .600 mark. Today, 
however, they are seventh with .350, 
a loss of 250 points. The Browns 
also have dropped from .522 in 1917 
to .471. 

John McGraw’s Giants, who are 
running rough-shod over all compe- 
tition in the National League, show 
the largest gain. *While last season 
they were leading with .688, they are 
today out in front with .947, a gain 
of 259 points. Pittsburg, which a 
year ago was seventh, also shows a 
gain, coming up from .348 to .500. 
The Cubs, Reds and Superbas are 
the others to show gains in the Te- 
ner circuit. 

Just three clubs can show an in- 
crease in the American Léague. And 
they are second division teams of 
1917. The Nationals lead with 124 
points gained; Cleveland has tacked 
on 79 and Connie Mack’s Athietics, 
56. The Red Sox show the greatest 
loss dropping from .722 to .571.
